“At dawn on April 26, the port was 
occupied by the Itallan Army.

OMcer was embarked In the Regent 
as hostage while the British officer 
went In search of Mr’ Ronald Camp- 
bell.

Then when the 
monarchy was restored, he rejoined 
and served os Chief of Stoff-of the 
Fourth Greek Division in Asia Minor, 
He abandoned his unit during the 
retreat and returned to Athens-where 
he reported that his divisfonal com- 
mander, General Dimaras, had died 
ond that he had attended the burlal. 
The family of General Dimaras 
went into mourning: but three months 
later, it turned out that the whole 
story was’ untrue and that General 
Dimarnas was a prisoner of the Turks, 
General Tsolakiglu left the army in 
disgrace but was restored in 1927 as 
a result of politicn! influence.

Some carry thelr remaining posses- 
sions tled in small bundles, and, some 
push prams with what is left to them. 

Streets Ablaze 

Streets of this already stricken city 
blazed again last night.
